I  am  the  Education  and  Labor  Specialist  of  the  Massachusetts 
Executive  Office  of  Labor.

I  am  writing  to  introduce  myself  and  to  share  with  you  some  thoughts 
regarding  my  candidacy  for  the  state  legislature.  Though  it  is  a  little 
more  than  a  year  away,  the  race  in  the  32nd  Middlesex  district  is  a  crucial 
one  and  the  campaigning  has  begun.  My  hope  is  that  the  AFL-CIO  will  play 
an  active  role  in  this  contest  and  that  I  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
earn  your  support  in  my  effort . 

Since  starting  out  as  a  community  organizer  in  the  old  VISTA  program 
I  have  worked  in  a  variety  of  social  change  organizations.  Whether  helping 
senior  citizens  organize  to  fight  utility  rate  increases  in  Vermont, 
organizing  the  first  statewide  coalition  in  Massachusetts  to  address  herbicide 
and  pesticide  use,  working  to  rebuild  the  democratic  town  committee  in 
Watertown  or  serving  with  pride  as  a  Mondale  supporter  both  here  and  in 

San  Francisco  my  life  has  been  one  of  concern  for  America,  for  its 

working  people,  and  for  its  future.  I  am  one  who  believes  firmly  that  if 
an  issue  is  crucial  each  individual  has  a  responsibility  to  act,  literally 
to  "put  up  or  shut  up".  I  have  challenged  the  conventional  wisdoms  and 
fought  against  the  "go  along"  attitudes  which  have  marked  this  great  nation's 
tragic  decline  into  Reagan  economic  policies,  increased  poverty,  talk  of 
a  sub-minimum  wage  and  the  exporting  of  more  than  3  million  jobs.

It  is  a  tragedy  that  even  in  these  relatively  prosperous 
times  youth  and  minority  unemployment  remains  near  30%.  And  it  is  most 
infuriationg  of  all  that  our  Federal  government  is  making  every  effort 
it  can  both  to  crush  unions  and  to  blatantly  ignore  OSHA  and  mine  safety 
regulations. 

Of  course  no  one  person  can  change  the  world.  Yet  I  learned  long  ago 
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that  working  together  we  can  all  make  a  difference.  I  know  first  hand  the 
power  of  organizing  and  I  have  cherished  those  victories  which  have  come 
not  from  individual  effort  but  from  group  endeavor.  Now,  I  want  to  channel 
both  my  energy  and  my  ideals  into  representing  Watertown  in  the  House.  I 
am  confident  that  I  will  work  harder,  both  in  the  campaign  and  if  I  am 
elected,  than  any  elected  official  has  before  me.  And  I  will  never  forget 
where  I  came  from  and  the  deep  commitments  which  have  spurred  me  to  undertake 
this  race. 

At  your  convenience  I  would  welcome  the  opportunity  to  introduce  myself 
to  you  personally.  I  would  be  honored  to  have  the  support  of  the  AFL-CIO 
in  my  campaign  and  I  would  work  with  every  ounce  of  my  strength  and 
insight  to  represent  working  people  and  the  struggle  for  justice.

Curtailment  of  services  in  the  program  and  increased  fees  to  students  are  inevitable 
unless  the  Department  reverses  its  decision  to  challenge  the  authority  of  the  U.S. 
Congress. 

The  Massachusetts  Higher  Education  Assistance  Corporation  is  proud  of  its  record  of 
being  able  to  lower  insurance  fees  to  students  as  a  result  of  increased  efficiencies. 
To  make  up  for  the  loans  of  A.C.A.,  we  estimate  that  student  fees  will  increase  by 
an  average  of  approximately  $35.00  per  loan. 

We  have  always  used  A.C.A.  for  default  claim  aversion  activities  as  one  of  the 
purposes  intended  by  the  Congress.  We  are  proud  that  the  default  rate  in 
Massachusetts  is  under  five  percent;  your  action  could  jeopardize  our  ability  to 
maintain  this  record. 

We  deplore  the  Department's  action  which  will  hurt  students,  undermine  operational 
efficiency  and  slow  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  reducing  defaults.  We  urge 
you  to  reconsider  your  decision.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  in  which  you  expressed  your  opposition  to  the  Treasury 
Department's  tax  reform  proposal,  specifically  with  respect  to  proposed  changes  in 
the  tax  treatment  of  employer-provided  health  insurance  and  pensions. 

As  you  know,  the  Treasury  plan  is  a  broad  revision  of  the  tax  laws  aimed  toward  a 
goal  of  "simplicity,  fairness  and  growth."
